CHAPTER 457. 
AN ACT to amend section 1582, of chapter 67, of 

the revised statutes of 1878, relating to the fees 
of state treasury agent. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. Section 1582, of chapter 67, of the Amending 
revised statutes of 1878, is hereby amended by see ' 1582' R. S. 

striking out the words, "thirty-three and one- 
third," where they occur in said section, and in-
serting in lieu thereof, the words, " twenty-five, " 
so that said section when so amended shall read Few of state 

as follows: Section 1582. There shall he audited treasurYag"t  
and paid out of the state treasury the sum of 
twenty-five per cent. of the amount which said 
treasury agent may cause to be collected and paid 
into the state treasury as fees for licenses, which 
sum shall be compensation in full for his services, 
and the services of his assistant, and of all special 
treasury agents appointed by him or his assistant; 
but the necessary stationery, postage, blanks and 
advertising for the performance of his duties shall 
be furnished by the state.
